SUBJ: PERTAMINA - FINANCIAL DIFEICULTIES 

1. SUMMARY: PERTAMINA, REPORTEDLY HAVING SERIOUS LIQUIDITY PROBLEMS, 

IS ALREADY 5 DAYS LATE ON LARGE LOAN SYNDICATED BY OVER 10 BANKS 
LED BY REPUBLIC NATIONAL BANK OF DALLAS (RNBD). RNBD'S VICE PRESIDENT 
AND REGIONAL REPRESENTATIVE ROBERT HURLEY REQUESTS MEETING WITH 
AMBASSADOR NEWSOM TO BRIBE AND DISCUSS SITUATION ON MONDAY AFTERNOON. 
END SUMMARY. 

2. PERTAMINA IS 5 DAYS LATE IN REPAYING $40 MILLION LOAN TO CON- 
SORTIUM OP MORE THAN 10 BANKS LED BY REPUBLIC NATIONAL BANK OP DAL- 
LAS (RNBD). RNBD REP HERE CONPIRMS THAT SYNDICATED LOAN DUE EEB 17 
NOT YET REPAID AND ANOTHER FALLS DUE EEB 24. HE WOULD APPRECIATE 
APPOINTMENT WITH AMBASSADOR NEWSOM, MONDAY AT 2 PM OR 3 PM, IF 
POSSIBLE, TO BRIBE HIM AND DISCUSS SITUATION. 

3. PERTAMINA REPORTEDLY CONSIDERING AT LEAST 2 ALTERNATIVES TO ROLL 
OVER AN UNSPECIPIED NUMBER OP 180-DAY LOANS SUCH AS THIS ONE. (A) 

SEEKING PINANCIAL ASSISTANCE PROM UNSPECIFIED ARAB COUNTRIES IN ORDER 
TO AVOID SELLING OIL BELOW OPEC PRICE LEVELS, OR (B) CONSIDERING 

SALE OF CRUDE OIL TO UNION OIL OP CALIPORNIA, PERHAPS BELOW OPEC 
PRICES. OTHER POSSIBILITIES: (C) BANK INDONESIA REPORTEDLY WILLING 
TO BAIL OUT PERTAMINA BUT WANTS GENERAL SUTOWO TO ASK, AND (D) 
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WHICH HAS LONG BEEN SOUGHT BY PERTAMINA AND WILL LEAD GROUP OF BANKS 
TO JAKARTA FOR WEEK-LONG BRIEFING PROGRAM TO BEGIN TUESDAY, FEB. 25 
WITH CALL ON IBNU SUTOWO. VISIT WILL INCLUDE FIELD TRIPS, FINANCIAL 
BRIEFING, ETC. 

4. US AND SINGAPOREAN BANKERS HAVE TALKED GENERALLY FOR SOME TIME 
ABOUT PERTAMINA'S PRECARIOUS FINANCIAL SITUATION; HOWEVER, MANY 
INCLUDING RNBD CONSIDER IT A PRIME COMPANY IN TEMPORARY ILLIQUID 
POSITION THAT COULD HAVE DISASTROUS CONSEQUENCES. INDONESIA'S OIL 
GIANT IS CAUGHT IN CLASSIC CASE OF BORROWING SHORT TERM TO COVER 
MEDIUM TERM OBLIGATIONS. LATELY, DIFFICULTY SEEMS TO BE IN ROLLING 
OVER 180-DAY LOANS THEY HAVE SOUGHT TO TIDE OVER BASIC LIQUIDITY PROB 
LEM. 

SINCE BANKS TAKING MORE CONSERVATIVE LINE, ROLL-OVERS NOT ALWAYS 
IMMEDIATELY APPROVED.

WITH RNBD'S VICE PRESIDENT ROBERT HURLEY ON FEB 24 AT 2 OR 3 PM. 

HURLEY PLANS TO FLY TO JAKARTA MONDAY MORNING; APPRECIATE RESPONSE 
PRIOR TO 10 AM SINGAPORE TIME MONDAY.
